O'Leary jumped. He was in his 


seventh-floor 
room m the

House, a large hotel here. His 
skull was fractured and many bones 
in his body were broken by the 
seven-story fall. 


O'Leary promoted several con- 


certs last season and was success- 
ful in bringing John McCormack 
to this city. 


When he announced his plans for 


this year's concert and opera sea- 
son, the Columbus Better Business 
Bureau challenged him to make a. 
statement as to his financial as- 
sets. 


Financial difficulties are believ- 


ed to have been the cause of has 
suicide. 


The body was discovered when 


Mowery informed Neil House of- 
ficials of his conversation

O'Leary, who had jumped down in- 
to' an open court.

11,000,000

less than last year, according to 
the federal crop report of condi- 
tions on Ohio farms as of Novem- 
ber 1.

only 35.5 bushels per acre com- 
pared with 37.5 bushels in 1928 
and 31 bushels for the ten year 
average.

give it the proper care in order to 
meet inspection demands of city 
consumers. 
The farmer, not 
a 


dairyman, who keeps only two or 
three cows, is not in the dairy bus-

Neck and AU Roots of Each 


Plant Mutt Be Lifted In- 


tact For Winter. 


By this time the dahlias should 


have been dug and stored for the 
winter, but in favorable localities 
they probably have not yet suffer- 
ed much damage in the ground, 
says Prof. Alex Laurie 
of the 


floriculture department 
of the 


Ohio State university. "For prop- 
er storage it is essential that all 
roots of each plant should be pre- 
served. The tops may be cut off 
first, a spading folk inserted deep- 
ly and slowly, and the roots lift- 
ed out of the ground with it," says 
Professor Laurie. 
"Jerking the 


plant by the neck may sever the 
neck from the basal roots and then 
neither portion is worth anything. 
The roots themselves do not throw 
out new1 shoots, and the neck with- 
out the basal roots will rot in stor- 
age. Both must be intact. 


* "The soil, may be left on the 
roots after digging and the whole 
plant may remain out of door* 
during the day. Then it may be 
taken Into a cool storage place 
which does not get below 40 de- 
grees Fahrenheit. Packed In sand 
or placed In boxes, the dahlias 
winter successfully. The ojd 
tion that the roots should be-_ % 
verted to prevent injurious juice* 
from running down and rotting 
them, has gone the way of all fa- 
bles. 


"All 
roots should be labelled 


with a wooden tag wired to stem 
as well as root so ther^ is no danr 
ger of losing the name. The roots 
should not lie too close to a fur- 
nace, not be .allowed to free'ze."
